are very much cheaper. So said a manu- 
facturer of buttons in Brooklyn the 
other day. be led the inpuiring re- 
porter into the factory where the buttons 
were in the process of manufacture. 

Until recently nearly all the buttons of 
this kind came from Bohemia, but they 
are now made in this country, and Ameri- 
can manufacturers are able to compete 
with the foreign trade. 

The process used by this manufacturer 
is known only to himself, and its secrets 
are jealously guarded. They apply, how- 
ever, more to the finishing and the differ- 
ent effects given by chemicals. 

In a large room which the reporter en- 
tered a dozen or more men were busy at 
little work benches. The hum of shafting 
and the squeaking of a bellows at regular 
intervals lent theirdin to the scene of fn- 
dustry, while the workmen deftly handled 
the long black rods ot glass from which 
the buttons were made. 

These rods, which are round, are about 
four feet long and three-fourths of an 
foch in thickness,and they are made in 
Beeck lyn. Three of them are taken at a 
time by the button maker, held together, 
and so placed on the bench that one end 
is kept constantly over a tongue of fire, 
the gas used being blown by wind from 
the bellows, which is worked by steam 
power, and is connected by pipes with 
each work bench. 

With a little steel rod, heldin one hand, 
the button maker picks from the newly 
molten mass of glassa large drop. This 
he skillfully bolds in such a manner that 
a mold made in two sections, like an iron 
vise, shuts, catches the drop in its mouth, 
so to speak, presses it into the shape of 
the dies and then swallows it. Upon be- 
ing swallowed, the button falls through 
a pipe a couple of feet long and drops into 
a pail beneath. 

A feature of the pressing of the button 
is that the eyelet is pressed into the but- 
ton at the same time, it having previously 
been placed in the die. The buttons are 
next washed in cold water, and then the 
rough edges left from the molds are cut 
off by boys with scissors made for the 
purpose. From here they are carried to 
the edgers. The edgers are girls, and 
their work consists in giving the buttons 
a finish with emery wheels. — 

The cutting and edging would be done 
away with, the manufacturer said, when 
he got in some new molding apparatus 
which he had devised himself. — 

The buttons at this stage have the ap- 
pearance of an ordinary black jet button. 
Polishing them on a wheel of some pecu- 
liar foreign wood, on the surface of which 
a preparation is put, gives them a glossy 
appearance. The mourning orcrape effect 
is attained by the pattern of the die, and 
then by soaking the buttons in certain 
chemicals. — —ͤ— 

Other effects and colors are made by the 
use also of chemicals in conjunction with 
heat. ER 

With the new and approved appliances 
fifty gross of buttons can be made on one 
pressinaday. The eyelets used are made 
of brass wire, which is run from a spool 
on to a small revolving rod. When taken 
off this it bas the appearance of a long 
coil spring. This is placed in an enclosed 
arr@ngement, and a circular saw of very 
hard steel cuts it into as many little rings 
as there are turns in the wire. 

From the manufacturing department 
the buttons are taken to the carders, gen- 
erally girls, who in another room place 
them on cards and fasten them with 
needle and thread. The cards are placed 
in boxes and the buttons are ready for 
market. om

there were glass or jet buttons of nearly 
every imaginable shape, color and effect, 
from the sombre crape to one sparkling 
with silver and gold and countless other 
colors,—New York World.

Harney. lie wasanear relative 
of Old Winnemucea, who died sev- 
eral years ago. Paddy Cap ie 
noted for his general intelligence, 
aud is quite a cunning diplomat. 
He took part in the Bannock war 
of 1878, and was due of the leading 
spirits of that War. After being 
released he promised the authori- 
ties in charge he would fight no 
more, be a good Indian and go 
with his band on the Yakima res- 
ervation, where they say they were 
badly treated; consequently Paddy 
Cap, with the greater portiou of 
his band, fled from the reservation 
and wandered around in isolated 
laces in Oregon and Western Ida- 
o in company with other strag- 
Indians, until they finaliy 

ed the Western Shoshoue 
Agency in Nevada in 1885, and re- 
quested leave to remain and make 
a home with the Western Sho- 
shones, saying they wanted to 
fight no more and that they only 
wanted some land to raise pota- 
toes and wheat.

Nevertheless, 
these poor creatures made an at- 
tempt and did clear away some 
sagebrush and excavated a ditch, 
sowed a little baricy and planted a 
few potatoes. The land was plowed 
and harrowed by their Indian 
friends, the Shoshones. The seed 
they begged from the Shoshone 
Indians, also some garden seeds. 
These Indiaus could have tared 
tolerably well by hunting and fish- 
ing, but they were required to 
abandon the hunt aud engage in 
civilized pursuits. These Indians. 
after trying to work a while en the 
above meagre amount of food, 
came to the agent and said: “We 
are heap tired, heap weak; not 
much strong; want little bit more 
flour so we can plant our crops.” 
The agent gave them some extra 
flour during their period of work, 
which was taken from the flour 
made out of wheat raised by the 
Shoshone Indians.

THE WESTERN SHOSHONE RESER- 
VATION 

Of this State contains 243,200 acres 

in a compact form, twenty miles 

square. This would seem at a first 


glance to be a large amount of 
land. It is nevertheless true that 
not more than one-seventh of this 
vast tract is ofany value for agri- 
cultural or pastoral purposes. ‘This 
seeming extravagance on the part 
of the Government Allowing a few 
hundred Indians to occ 80 
much of the public domain to the 
exclusion of whites is unfonnded, 
aud to dispel this poetic illusion it 
is only necessary to say that out of 
the 243,200 acres of land there is 
not mere than 1,400 or 1,500 acres 
adapted to the raising of a kernel 
crop and possibly 1,800 to 2,000 
acres. for hay purposes, after con- 
siderable ‘reclamation work has 
been done. ‘There may be also 
8,000 or 10,000 acres of tolerably 
fair pasture land for fall and sum- 
mer use. The balance of this lar 
area, 223,000 acres, is absolutely 
worthless for any purpose except 
as the home of the coyote, man- 
eater, rattlesnake and other rep- 
tiles. The iron-bound mountains 
on the immediate east of the reser- 
vation build and the lava des- 
ert plains on the west, cut up by
